And who must send them if not the church- 
es? The plan clearly is that the churches singly or by combination must 
send men out into the world to preach the gospel end this implies that we 
shall provide for their wants.

be traced to a defective train®g at the very start of the 
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christian life of many. They come into our churches under the idea that 
their own personal salvation is the principle, almost unly concern of their 
lives. Their views are contracted so that at the most they do not look 
beyond the immediate vicinity in which they live and many, very many, 
with sadness it be said, manifest no interest in the spread of the gos 
anywhere. Saved themselves they are satisfied. Millions perish within 
easy reach of the gospel and they lay it not to heart—they are satisfied 
notwithstanding the word of God most emphatically pronounces a woe 
upon them that are at ease in Zion. It is difficult to reconcile this with 
true conversion, but it must; be remembered that this js the result of a 
defective system of teaching. Pastors do not lay the duty of sending the 
gospel abroad upon young converts at the start nor ever after. Now we 
suggest that people who are candidates for membership in our churches 
should be taught that in receiving them we receive them as soldiers are 
received into an-army for actual service and that it will be expected of 
them that they will contribute their share toward the advancement of the 
gospel throughout the world. Taken at the start while the heart is warm, 
every accession to the church would increase our force in the field. This 
kind of teaching faithfully followed out would work, we believe, a revolu- 
tion in our churches the most important that could be effected. We recom- 
mend that the claims of the perishing of the earth be frequently set be- 
fore our ~—— and that we never cease to try to interest every Christian 
in the salvation aft the entire human race.
